(Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect  uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid, 
crisp  (where  paper  permits),  well-margined,  unimprovable,  without  folds. 

Choice  Unc.  (Choice  Uncirculated  -  A  lovely  uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of 
aging  or  unevenness  of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow  margins  which  take  it 
out  of  the  “Gem”  class. 

Unc.  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but  margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly 
aged,  with  border  trimming. 

Choice  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  -  Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item 
with  deficiencies  like  a  corner  fold,  teller  counting  smudge  or  count  wrinkling. 

AU  (Almost  Uncirculated)  -  There  is  one  fold,  a  teller  counting  smudge  or  counting 
wrinkling  present. 

EF  (Extremely  Fine)  -  An  item  which  may,  at  first  glance,  look  uncirculated  but 
which  has  several  petty  folds,  or  a  hard  crease  down  the  center  perhaps  with  corner 
folds.  Crisp,  bright,  vivid  and  pleasing,  the  paper  as  made,  permitting. 

VF  (Very  Fine)  -  Typically  an  item  marked  by  moderate  quarterfolds  with  perhaps  a 
few  other  signs  of  handling.  Should  be  clean,  not  seriously  aged,  torn,  or  pinholed. 

F  (Fine)  -  The  last  grade  of  an  item  in  which  the  paper  still  has  body.  The  folds  are 
numerous  and  the  design  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of  soiling  wear. 

VG  (Very  Good)  -  A  well  circulated  item,  complete,  unimpaired  except  for  petty  edge 
splits,  pin  holes,  some  surface  splitting  along  heavy  folds  and  soiling. 

Good  (Good)  -  An  even  more  heavily  circulated  item  with  body  holes,  petty  tears  and 
splits,  very  soiled  and  tired,  scarcely  legible. 

Fair  -  Heavily  worn,  split,  holed,  up  to  10%  gone,  legibility  seriously  impaired. 

Poor  -  A  mere  remnant,  tattered  and  tom,  scarcely  readable  with  typically  more  than 
10%  of  its  surface  area  gone. 

Abt  (before  a  grade)  -  A  shade  below  the  grade  it  preceeds. 

Plus  or  +  (following  a  grade)  -  A  shade  better  than  the  grade. 

VF-EF  (hyphen  between  grades)  -  The  grade  is  about  halfway  between  the  two  grades 
shown. 

VF/Good  (slash  between  two  grades)  -  Face  and  back  are  two  different  grades.  The 
grade  preceeding  the  slash  is  for  the  face.  The  grade  following  is  for  the  back.

An  extraordinarily  sharp  strike  for  the  issue  with  full  hair  and  mail  on 
the  obverse  and  excellent  definition  on  the  reverse  figure.  The  brown 
surfaces  are  clean  and  show  light,  even  wear.  Overall,  an  exceptional 
example  and  a  very  scarce  issue  in  this  grade. 

230  New  Jersey.  1786  Wide  Shield.  Maris  15-J.  (R-2).  Struck  at  the 

Rahway  Mint  by  James  Atlee.  Nice  Very  Fine.  Medium  Brown 
with  some  dark  reddish  coloration  in  the  legends  and  near  the 
date.  ($  125-Up) 

An  attractive,  well-balanced  piece  struck  on  a  perfect  round  planchet. 
There  are  a  few  nearly  invisible  scratches  on  the  obverse;  the  rims  and 
centers  are  both  clean  and  original.  Not  an  especially  scarce  variety  but. 
then  again,  not  readily  procured  as  choice  as  this  particular  specimen. 

231  New  Jersey.  1788  Horse’s  Head  Left.  Maris  50-f.  (R-4).  Struck 

by  Thomas  Goadsby.  Good;  perhaps  a  bit  better  but  a  bit  dark 
and  rough  on  the  reverse.  ($10()-Up) 

The  obverse  is  quite  attractive  and  all  deaths  are  plainly  visible.  The 
reverse  is  not  nearly  as  attractive  as  it  is  granular  and  dark;  nonetheless, 
the  shield  and  much  of  the  legend  is  visible.  This  variety  is  very  scarce 
in  all  grades  and  it  is  always  in  demand  as  a  distinct  type. 

Unusual  Double  Striking 

232  Vermont.  1785  Landscape  Type.  VERMONTS.  Ryder-3.  (R-4). 

Unusual  and  rare  reverse  double  striking.  About  Good/Very 
Good.  (Photo)  ($200-Up) 

Most  probably  double  struck  within  the  collar  but  only  at  the  center  of 
the  reverse.  As  a  result,  there  are  two  different,  distinct  eyes.  Addition¬ 
ally,  the  planchet  has  been  elongated  so  that  it  appears  to  be  almost  fully 
elliptical  in  shape.  A  most  intriguing  piece  which  should  be  viewed  and 
carefully  studied  by  Vermont  specialists. 

233  Vermont.  1786  Landscape  Type.  VERMONTENSIUM.  Ryder- 

6.  (R-4).  Very  Fine  overall;  somewhat  rough  and  unevenly 
struck  but  with  excellent  detail.  Deep  reddish-brown  with 
patches  of  verdigris  on  both  sides.  (Photo)  ($250-Up) 

A  decidedly  above-average  Ryder-6.  The  obverse  is  slightly  miscentered 
with  the  date  about  half  visible;  the  reverse  is  well-centered  with  the  eye 
plainly  visible.  Both  sides  are  slightly  granular  hut  the  surfaces  are.  for 
the  most  part,  quite  pleasing.  As  the  Condition  Census  for  this  die 
variety  reaches  down  to  the  "Very  Fine  25”  level,  this  particular  coin  is 
really  not  far  removed. 

234  VERMONT.  1786.  Rydcr-9.  (High  R-4).  The  famous  "Baby 

Head”  variety.  Attractive  Fine.  Superb  dark  brown  and  olive 
coloration.  (Photo)  ($150-Up) 

Struck  on  an  exceptional  planchet  with  an  absence  of  the  striations  and 
cracks  which  are  endemic  to  this  issue.  Nicely  detailed  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  VERMON  which  is  difficult  to  see.  As  the  specialist  well  knows, 
the  "Baby  Head"  is  a  very  difficult  variety  to  find  with  any  degree  of 
“eye  appeal".  This  specimen,  which  is  actually  not  all  that  far  removed 
from  Condition  Census  level,  is  notable  for  extreme  attractiveness. 
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-35  Nermont.  17S7.  Britannia  \aritt>.  Ry(ier-13.  (R-2).  Fine;  grad¬ 
ed  solely  by  the  obverse  due  to  this  variety’s  use  of  a  deliber¬ 
ately  worn  Machin’s  Mdl  die  for  the  reverse.  Deep  blackish- 
brown  with  contrasting  obverse  highlights.  ($100-L'p) 

Struck  on  a  fairly  round  planchei  with  one  small  edge  clip  al  5:00.  The 
obverse  is  pleasing  with  the  device  bold  and  clear;  the  reverse,  as  ex¬ 
pected.  shows  little  more  than  the  outline  of  the  seated  figure.  This 
interesting  variety  is  a  mule  of  a  unique  Vermont  obverse  with  a  coun¬ 
terfeit  British  Half  Pence  reverse  produced  at  the  Machin's  Mill  mint. 
Ryder- 15  is  one  of  the  more  "common"  Vermont  varieties  with  perhaps 
750  or  so  pieces  known  overall. 

V  ery  Unusual  Double  Striking 

236  Vermont.  1787  Britannia  Variety.  Ryder-13.  (R-2).  Very  unusual 

and  doubtlessly  rare  obverse  double  striking.  Sharpness  of  Very 
Good  but  with  a  deep  obverse  gouge  at  10:00.  (Photo) 

($200-Up) 

The  obverse  shows  clear  double  striking  above  AUCTOR  with  the  sec¬ 
ond  striking  aligned  approximately  10  degrees  clockwise.  In  addition  to 
the  gouge  on  the  obverse,  there  is  a  large  ragged  edge  clip  behind  it.  A 
most  interesting  piece  of  considerable  importance  to  the  advanced  Ver¬ 
mont  collector. 

237  Vermont.  1787  Mailed  Bust  Right.  Ryder- 14.  (Low  R-4).  Choice 

Very  Fine.  Chocolate  brown  with  beautiful  even  color.  The 
surfaces  are  suggestive  of  a  higher  grade.  (Photo)  ($300-Up) 
Later  Die  State  with  the  reverse  chip  at  12:00  now  extending  well  down¬ 
wards.  Weakly  impressed  at  the  central  reverse  with  the  seated  figure’s 
right  hand  virtually  indistinguishable.  The  peripheral  details  are,  how¬ 
ever.  fairly  sharp.  There  is  one  Mint-made  area  of  roughness  at  the 
central  reverse  but  the  surfaces  are  exceedingly  choice  for  the  issue.  This 
coin  barely  misses  qualifying  at  the  Condition  Census  level  (which  runs 
from  60  to  40)  and  it  qualifies  as  one  of  the  nicest  Ryder  14's  we've 
handled 

238  Vermont  1788  Bu.st  Right.  Ryder-16.  (R-3).  Strong  Fine  if  not 

actually  better  but  difficult  to  grade  due  to  the  typical  weakness 
of  strike  at  the  center.  Dark  olive  with  somewhat  lighter  high¬ 
lights.  (Photo)  ($150-Up) 

The  obverse  is  well  centered  with  all  details  visible:  the  reverse  is  a  bit 
off-center  with  the  date  just  barely  detectable.  W'e  note  a  few  old  scrapes 
on  the  obverse  as  well  as  some  verdigris  on  the  reverse.  Worthy  of 
careful  personal  examination  as  our  description  does  not  do  full  Justice. 
While  quite  common  in  lower  grades.  Fine  or  better  examples  of  Ryder- 
16  are  scarce. 

Rare  Ryder-21

nearly  Very  Fine  with  the  reverse  of  nearly  similar  detail  to  the 
obverse;  somewhat  dark  and  a  bit  rough  but  pleasing  for  the 
variety.

Dark  brown  with  a  two-tone  appearance.  Later  Die  State  with  the  crack 
at  4:00  on  the  obverse  now  bold  and  the  reverse  crack  now  extending 
from  the  first  8  all  the  way  up  to  Liberty’s  right  arm.  The  planchet 
shows  roughness  and  there  are  hidden  scratches  at  the  center  of  the 
obverse.  Still,  this  must  be  considered  a  truly  first-rate  example  of  a 
very  scarce  variety  and  a  piece  which  could  not  be  readily  improved 
upon.

attractive  for  the  issue  despite  being  struck  on  a  somewhat 
cruder  planchet  than  usual.  ($I0()-L'p) 

Intermediate  Die  Slate  with  no  bulging  but  a  massive  break  at  the  top 
left  part  of  the  cltx.k.  There  is  a  large  edge  rift  at  6:(X)  on  the  obverse 
which  appears  to  be  .Mint  caused.  All  in  all.  a  handsome  example  of  this 
popular  early  American  tradesman's  token.

ed.  Splendid  light  golden-brown  changing  to  bluish  iridescence 
on  the  reverse.

Prottllike  I'ncirculated  with  liberal  amounts  of  Mint  Red  on 
the  obverse  and  on  the  reverse.  (Photo)  ($350-Up) 

A  gorgeous,  refiective  example  which,  despite  some  stray  hairlines,  rales 
as  one  of  the  nicer  examples  of  this  token  which  we  have  ever  seen. 
Pieces  with  this  degree  of  red  coloration  are,  obviously,  desirable  and 
unusual. 

243  Kentucky  Token.  Undated  (1792-94).  Plain  Edge.  Choice  Ex¬ 

tremely  Eine.  Deep  olive  obverse;  attractive  golden-olive 
reverse.  ($10()-Up) 

Struck  from  a  slightly  cracked  and  bulged  obverse  die.  The  obverse 
shows  some  even  wear  on  the  device;  the  reverse  is  much  choicer  and 
actually  exhibits  a  near-absence  of  wear  (or  marks,  for  that  matter).  A 
pleasing  example  of  this  popular  and  attractive  token.  Accompanied  by  a 
Breen  certificate  for  authenticity. 

244  1794  Franklin  Press  Token.  About  Uncirculated  with  traces  of 

faded  Mint  Red  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  a  delightful 
mottled  walnut  brown.  ($2()()-Up) 

A  most  impressive  example  with  virtually  no  wear  and  choice,  even 
surfaces.  Struck  on  a  slightly  undersized  planchet  with  resultant  loss  of 
border  detail  at  the  right  obverse  and  the  corresponding  reverse.  As  is 
well  known,  the  Franklin  Press  Token  has  a  rather  tenuous  relationship 
to  the  Colonial  token  oeuvre  as  it  is,  in  reality,  an  English  trade  token. 
There  is  a  case  where  the  magic  of  the  "Franklin"  name  has  added 
considerable  desirability  I  Accompanied  by  a  Breen  certificate  for  authen¬ 
ticity. 

245  Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  Mule.  1794.  Fuld  2,  Adams  N.Y.  31. 

Regular  obverse  die  muled  with  the  "Stork”  reverse.  Liverpool 
edge.  (R-3).  Uncirculated.  Splendid  brown  coloration.  (Photo) 

($150-Up) 

This  is  one  of  a  number  of  English  tokens  which  combine  the  familiar 
Talbot,  Allum  and  Lee  obverse  with  a  separate  reverse.  These  pieces 
were  struck  for  collectors  during  the  token  collecting  frenzy  which  over¬ 
took  the  British  citizenry  from  approximately  1787  to  1797.  This  particu¬ 
lar  mule  is  al.so  known  with  a  "London"  edge  and  a  plain  edge.  While 
not  really  rare,  specimens  of  this  quality  are  not  often  met  with. 

246  Washington.  “1783”  UNITY  STATES  Cent.  Baker-1.  Extreme¬ 

ly  Eine.  Attractive  mottled  olive  and  tan.  (Photo)  ($100-Up) 
The  intentional  peripheral  scratches  (to  simulate  wear  and  facilitate  com¬ 
mercial  acceptance)  which  are  always  seen  on  this  issue  are  extremely 
faint  on  this  example.  The  surfaces  show  some  old  scratches  which  have 
long  ago  toned  over.  It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  attractive 
UNITY  STATES  Cent  and  examples  in  this  grade  are  quite  scarce. 

246A  Washington.  “1783”  (i.e.  circa  1860)  DRAPED  BUST.  Baker-3. 

Copper  restrike  with  engrailed  edge.  Proof.  Brown  with  rich 
mellowed  coloration  atop  mostly  brilliant  surfaces.  ($15()-Up) 
A  choice,  original  piece  free  of  the  spotting  and/or  hairlines  which  are 
often  seen.  The  restrike  was  produced  in  London  around  1860  as  an  item 
for  collectors.  Restrikes  are  known  in  copper  with  plain  and  engrailed 
edges  as  well  as  in  silver  with  an  engrailed  edge. 

246B  Washington.  1791  Large  Eagle  Cent.  Baker- 15.  Choice  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine.  Mottled  olive-brown  with  tinges  of  red  at  the 
date  and  in  the  shield.  ($  150-Up) 

A  small  clip  at  7;00-8:00  serves  as  immediate  identification.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  choice  with  just  a  few  concealed  marks  noted.  It  is  felt  that  this 
issue  was  struck  in  order  to  secure  a  contract  coinage  with  the  fledgling 
United  States  government.  The  dies  were  designed  by  John  Hancock  and 
the  coins  were  struck  in  Birmingham.  England  by  Obediah  Westwood. 
Congress,  however,  was  determined  to  strike  its  own  coins.  This  very 
historic  issue  is.  in  our  opinion,  shamefully  undervalued. 

247  Wa.shington.  1791  Large  Eagle  Cent.  Baker-15.  Sharpness  of 

Flxtremely  Eine  but  slightly  downgraded  due  to  some  porosity 
on  the  obverse  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  on  the  reverse.

Quite  well  struck  with  Washington's  epaulets  visible  and  lull  feather 
detail  on  the  eagle's  feathers.  There  are  two  toned-over  scratches  on  the 
obverse  in  addition  to  the  aforementioned  porosity.  More  attractive  than 
described  and  a  scarce  issue  in  this  grade.

Attractive  mottled  dark  brown  with  unusually 
choice  surfaces.  .Much  of  the  obverse  legend  is  plainly  visible  while 
approximately  85%  of  the  harpstring  detail  is  bold.  As  usual,  the  reverse 
is  sharper  than  the  obverse.  Really  an  exceptional  example  of  this  very 
rare  and  much  underrated  issue;  Taxay  rated  this  an  R-7  and  the  paucity 
of  recent  auction  records  indicates  his  accuracy.

A  most  unusual  piece  in  terms 
of  appearance;  should  be  examined  in  person  in  order  to  determine  the 
origin  of  the  aforementioned  bubbling. 

250  Washington.  (1800)  Funeral  Medal.  Tin.  Baker- 166.  Variety 

without  period  after  S.  Very  Fine  or  so;  holed  for  suspension  at 
12:00  as  is  typical.  (Photo)  ($125-Up) 

Well  struck  except  for  the  lower  obverse  which  also  shows  two  fairly 
deep  digs.  There  are  other  light  marks  on  the  surfaces;  none  are  as 
serious  as  the  just-mentioned  digs.  This  attractive  little  medal  was  struck 
for  the  civic  funeral  procession  held  on  February  22.  1800  in  Boston. 
The  dies  were  executed  by  the  famous  Jacob  Perkins  of  Newburyport 
ba.sed  on  the  design  of  Dudley  A.  Tyng.  Very  scarce  and  amongst  the 
most  popular  contemporary  Washington  pieces.

Wholly  original  and  retaining  liberal 
amounts  of  frost  below  the  aforementioned  .streaking.  The  surfaces  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  quite  clean  with  no  problematical  marks  visible  to  the  naked 
eye.  This  is  one  of  the  rarer  Bank  of  New  York  Hoard  varieties.  When 
1641  of  the  pieces  in  this  hoard  were  examined  in  1948,  only  60  were 
attributed  to  this  die  variety.

Struck  Just  a  bit  off  center  at  the  top  left 
but  with  all  details  still  plainly  visible.  We  note  an  old  scratch  in  the 
middle  of  the  sundial  but  the  surfaces  are  choice  for  the  grade.  Just  a 
hair  less  choice  than  the  Kessler  plate  coin  and  a  difficult  variety  to  find 
choicer  than  this.

Only  15-18  pieces  were  originally  stmck 
in  1879.  and  one  popular  legend  implies  that  these  S4  gold  coins  were 
spent  by  members  of  Congress  at  local  houses  of  ill  repute.  Collector 
demand  led  to  legislation  authorizing  production  of  approximately  400 
restrikes  from  the  original  dies.  The  restrikes  are  reported  to  have  been 
made  on  S5  planchets.  filed  down  from  8.359  to  7  grams,  perhaps 
explaining  the  light  striations  encountered  on  the  central  portions  of 
many  Stellas  (vertical  on  this  example).  Originally  struck  as  patterns, 
they  are  now  a  standard  "type"  coin  in  almost  every  major  collection. 
Here  is  a  rare  opportunity  to  own  an  important  piece  of  American  numis¬ 
matic  history.

Com¬ 
panies  not  offering  four-wheel  brakes  began  a  promotion  campaign  sug¬ 
gesting  that  four-wheel  brakes  were  unsafe.  This  hurt  sales,  and  in  1926 
Rickenbacker  resigned.  34,500  cars  were  produced  before  the  company 
went  into  receivership.

This  is  the  first  of 
the  twelve  issues  of  Sou  Marque  to  be  struck  at  the  Lille  Mint.  All  are, 
with  the  exception  of  the  1739,  said  to  be  very  rare.  The  French  Colo¬ 
nies  silver  coinage  of  the  1738-1764  period  is,  as  a  rule,  very  scarce  and 
exceedingly  underappreciated.  This  could  well  change  as  a  new  reference 
work  is  rumored.  Accompanied  by  a  Breen  certificate  for  authenticity.

Most  details  are  visible  except  for  the  date  and  STELLA  in  the  reverse 
legend.  While  the  surfaces  are  granular  they  appear  rather  smooth  at  a 
distance  and  are  free  of  serious  marks.

This  appears  to  be  a 
fairly  early  restrike  (19th  Century?)  as  there  is  no  bulging  at  3:00  on  the 
reverse  or  a  die  break  at  S  in  PARENS.  These  early  restrikes  are  much 
scarcer  and  more  desirable  than  the  later  (20th  Century)  restrikes  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  Paris  Mint.  Additionally,  the  color  of  this  medal  is  superb.

Of  later  origin  than  the  recently 
offered  Silver  restrike  in  this  section  but  a  nice  companion  piece  to  that 
lot.

The  only  genuine  original  piece  to 
be  auctioned  in  many  decades  was  the  John  Roper  specimen,  sold  by 
Stack’s  in  1983  for  $14,850.

He  played  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  the  conquest  of  California  during  the  Mexican  War  and  was 
appointed  Civil  Governor.  He  was  arrested  by  Stephen  Kearny  in  a 
conflict  over  authority  and  was  court  martialed  and  convicted.  After 
resigning  from  the  army,  Fremont  became  one  of  California’s  first  Sena¬ 
tors.  Nominated  for  the  Presidency  in  1856  by  the  new  Republican 
party,  he  was  defeated  by  Buchanan.  During  the  Civil  War  he  was 
appointed  major  general  commanding  the  department  of  the  West,  but 
his  severe  measures  aroused  protests  that  forced  his  transfer  and  eventual 
resignation.  He  lost  a  fortune  in  railroad  ventures  during  the  1870’s.
